There was no difference of opinion 
at the council meeting last night as to 
the granting of permission to the Ed- 
monton Industrial Association to bore 
for gas on the quarter segtion on 
which the city has the and oil 
rights. The drawing up of an agree- 
ment specifying*that permission would 
be given and that the city would take 
the work over at the acutal cost to the 
association When it was shown that 
there was sufficient gas there or in 
cose of there being insufficient gas or 
the city not wanting to take the work 
that the gas rights would go to the as- 
sociation permanently, we referred 
to the city commissioners to be 
brought in at a later meeting for rati- 
fication by the council. 

The reavest for permission was 
conveyed to the council in a letter 
which came before last night's meet- 
ing as a report from the commission- 
ers and by W. J. Magrath, who ad- 
dressed the council. Mr, Magrath 
Stated that they were ready to bore at 
the end of the present week or the 
beginning of next week and that be- 
fore going any further wanted an 
agreement with the city, What they 
wanted was permission to bore for 
gas by an agreement that if suffic- 
jent gas were found the city would 
take over the plant paying for it the 
actual amount expended and that if 
not sufficient gas was not found the 
association would have all the gas 
rights,

Ald, Calder Questions. 

Alderman Calder wanted to know 
why the commissioners had not made 
a recomendation on it and said that 
anyway an agreement should be drawn 
up and brought before the council for 
ratification. Alderman East moved 
that the request of the association be 
complied with. Ald. Smith thought 
it should be. well considered because 


if the association went ahead and 
spent $200,000 on boring the city 
would have to take it over and the ex- 


penditure had not been authorized by 
the burgesses. 

Mayor McNamara explained that 
the association was going to bore only 
one well at a cost of about $23,000, 
and that would be about the amount 
it would cost to take it over.
